BERLIN, Nov. 19.—Even though it / 

has neither an army nor a navy to sup- 
port, Germany nevertheless faces the 
worst taxation problem of its history. 
The new budget, made public today, 
calls for 95,000,000,000 marks, or 1,580 
marks per capita. Although at today’s 
rate of exchange this is only $6; this 
amount represents to the German lars 
borers thirty days’ wages, or the equiv- 
alent of $150. 
. The budget announcement and the 
fact that the reparations commission 
will insist that Germany pay its Janu- 
ary installment on reparations is again 
affecting the rate of exchange, which 
today was 270 marks to the dollar. 


I have learned authoritatively that 
the allied commission, on which Col. 
Logan is the. American representative, 
wil leave Berlin tomorrow after in- 
forming the German government that 
there is no possibility for shelving the 
immediate payments. However, con- 
cessions will be offered. 

As far as a three years’ moratorium 
is concerned, it is évident the British 
faction headed by Sir John Bradbury 
has been won over by the French, who 
refused to grant such a concession. 

The British, who strongly favor a 
moratorium of many years in order to 
save British industry from w+ German 
competition which the reparations pay- 
ments cause, have obtained a promise 
from the French that no matter what 
the economic consequences are, a mor- 
atorium will be discussed in the near 
future. It is understood that France 
will consent to a moratorium in the 
future provided the entente supervises 
all of Germany’s sources of income, 
especially the railroads, customs, and 
the entire industrial district.

I believe that for a little while yet

The idea in that form is dead, but 
the possibility of a far more compre- 
hensive agreement, a loose fitting but, 
effectual association of the nations of 
the world to keep the peace and ar- 
range their differences by conference, 
is bound to recur again as the impos- 
sibility of disarmament without settle- 
ment becomes increasingly apparent.

MOSCOW, Nov. 19.—A serious situa- 
tion has arisen between Russia and 
Finland because of raiding bandits who 
are entering Russia from Karelia. The 
‘soviet government has definitely 
charged Finland with not taking active 
measures to suppress the bandits, 
who, the Russians claim, are armed 
with the tacit consent of the Finns. 

According to the soviet government, 
there is cohesion between the Karelian 
bandits and the Roumanian and Polish 
-schemes .of banditry. The _ soviet 
charges that the three governments 
named have reached an understanding 
to the effect that they will not inter- 
fere with bandits operating against 
Russia. ‘For this reason Trotzky has 
dispatched a regiment to deal with the 
Karelian situation and the Red armies 
on the Polish and Roumanian borders 
have been strengthened.

bird to bag. There are several kinds of 
geese in North America, but the Can- 
ada goose is by far the best known. 
It is one of the most widely distributed 
birds, visiting nearly all temperate 


hunters now are gunning, and as the 
species is more plentiful this year than 
last the ri.mrods are enjoying some ex 
cellent sport. ! 


In middle western ‘states—especially 
in central and southern Ilinois—goose 


fewer hgnters have an opportunity to 
go after these birds than is th~ ase 
with duck shooting. Geese are not as 
humerous as ducks. Then, too, get- 
ting the bigger birds means locating a 
blind cr pit in some farmer’s corn or 


birds—all of which takes considerable 
time and money. . 

The goose is more terrestrial than 
the duck, and prefers to get his dinmer 
in a field where there is corn or other 
grain. Hunters take advantage of this 
fact, and in many localities they hide 
themselves in the fields and there bag 
the honkers when they swing in to 
feed. Along the Mississippi the nim- 
rods bag their geese on the sand bars, 
which ire favorite loafing places of the 
birds. | 


GOOSE SHOOTING. 


A few years ago a hunter would 
hardly think of going goose shooting 
unless he hid a 10 gauge gun that 
woltld shoot a bunch of BB shot about 
amile. We used one of these guns on 
several hunts, and to shoot the “ big 
Bertha” was like getting kicked by a 
mule, It sure used to get one a buncy# 
of geese, also a’fine headache, if one 
did much shooting.

““If the packers do not buy the hogs this 
winter on the cost of raising them, that 
is, on the basis of corn values, they are 
going to sell away under corn next summer. 
This would have a very demoralizing effect, 
and would be bound to swing the pendulum 
to the other extreme the following years.

cloth. Serge is, ofcourse, sponged 
and preased before it is:delivered from 
the shop—that is, it should be. 
charge is a small one and the work 
well done.- One caution about cut- 


‘ting and making up serge: There is 


no up and down, but there is a right 
and wrong. The right side of ma- 
terial showing a diag@ial weave al- 
ways shows the diagonal lines run- 
ning from the right hand corner at 
the bottom up towards the left. You 
may turn the material the other way 
around, and the diagonals will run 
the same way, but if you turn to the 
wrong side ypu will’ find that the 
diagonals; run» from the left at ‘the 
bottom up- towards the right. Hence 
the necessity of not letting any pieces 
be cut so that the wrong side shows. 

It was not an uncommon sight years 
ago,. when. gored skirts were worn, 
to one .gore right out and 
another wrong side. out. The ma- 
terlal shaded differently, and the diag- 
onals running in exactly the opposite 
diréction on some gores spoiled the 
appearance of the garment.

HE smal] manor houses of ia 
land and the snug village par 
sonages have often delighted the 
traveler abroad by their ingen- 
yous homelike charm. These may 
rightly serve as a source of inspira- 
Hon for the planning of a suburban 
nome in similar rural locations 1s this 
country. Such a home would, of 
cgurse, be complete without its hedge 
and ite atone walls; stone walls of mel- 
owed color tones partly covered with 
iv 
and is shown built on a lot hav- 
ing Width of 100 feet and the usual 
depth. of 150 feet. This house meas- 
ures 53 feet wide by 37 feet deep over 
aii and therefore could, without 
crowding, be built on a lot 80 feet in 
width, or even on a 75 foot lot, leav- 
ample yard space on the living 
room side, after allowing the necessary 
width for driveway to garage on kitch- 
en side. 

This house, on account of its un- 
usual design, may appear somewhat 
strange at first, but has an undeni- 
able charm and possesses many de- 
lightful features. The Jeaded metal 
casement windows are one of these fea- 

-tures. The windows to the left of 
front entrance are beaded with dia- 
mond shape panes, and all other win- 
dows with the usual rectangular 
panes set with wide leading. There is 
no exterior woodwork requiring atten- 
tion in the way of painting and repair. 

The walls are faced with Indiana 
limestone and are plain, except for 
the simple trim around doors and win- 
dows. This wall facing is of buff and 
gray variegated limestone, with a 
rough sawed finish, and is laid in reg- 
ylar courses of varying height, the 
individual stones being cut to random 
lengths. 

The trim d doors and windows 
js also of variegated stone, but 
ofthe finer textured variety, having 
gmooth rubbed finish, There is no 
cornice on the main portion of the 
house. The walls are carried up above 
roof line and capped off with a simple 
band course or coping. ‘The hipped 
roof on this portion of the house is of 
rather steep pitch, draining into a‘ 
metal lined gutter formed in back of 
parapet, ard is covered with rough and 
somewhat irregularly laid purple 
slate, or with stained thick cedar ghin- 
gies. The wing is covered with a flat 
deck roof of tin or galvinized iron, 


and the simple cornice on the walis | 


of this portion also is of the same 
sheet metal. The two massive chim- 


‘@neys are taced with same stone as 


walls. 


Passing through. the green painted-~- 


hedge .gate, which is set between 
stone posts, a path leads across the 
front lawn straight to the front en- 
trance with a branch path to drive 
at left.

DIRECTIONS FOR KNITTING 

. SOCKS. 
ZR who are in the open a great 
deal are certain to find nothing 
more satisfactory for their feet 
than knitted socks. It is possi- 
ble to prolong the life of the socks by 
knitting in new heels or toes, as may 
be needed; really making them like new 
again. 

The following directions follow the 
specifications of the American Red 
“Cross: 

One and one-half hanks of knitting 
worsted and five No. 12 steel’ needles 
will be needed. 

On each of four needles cast on 20 
stitches—making 80 in all. 

. When this start has been made knit 
2 and pur! 2 for 4 inchés. 

One stitch is purled each row, and 
this stitch is called the seam stitch; 
then knit plain until the work meas- 
ureg 7 inches. 

Next, narrow each side of the seam 
stitch. This is done by knitting to 
within 2 stitches of the seam stitch, 
then 2 are knitted together, the seam 
stitch ie juried; slip 1, knit 1; pass the 
slipped stitch over the knitted stitch 
and knit 5 rows plain. Repeat these 
directions until you have narrowed for 
$ rows. Now knit plain until the sock 
measures 10% inches. 

To begin heel use the needle on 
either side of the seam stitch, and from 
now the seam stitch is not used. Slip 
3 stitches from the front to the back 
needles. This should give you 36 
stitches—18 on each needles. Always 
slip the first stitch. Knit 1 row and 
purl 1 row; alternating in this manner 
until the piece measures 3 inches. Purl 
20 stitches, purl 2 together, turn, slip 
1, knit 4, knit 2 together, turn, slip 1, 
purl 6, purl 2 together, turn. Keep on 
in this manner until all the stitches are 

To make gusset: Pick up and knit 
the stitches on the left side of the heel- 
plece. Knit across both instep needles, 
pick up and knit the stitches on the 
other side of the heel piece; knit across 
the heel, and then knit 3 plain rounds. 
Now knit to within the 3 last stitches 
on the right hand gusset needle. Knit 
2 together, knit 1; knit across the in- 
step needles, knit 1 on the other gus- 
set needles, slip 1, knit 1, pass the 
slipped stitch over the knitted stitch, 
and knit the remaining stitches. Knit 
1 plain round and repeat these 2 rows 
until there are 10 decreasing rows. 
Knit plain on all 4 needles until the 
foot measures 9 inches from the back 
of the heel. 

To narrow for the toe: Knit 6 
stitches, knit 2 together, knit 6 and 


a repeat for 1 round. Knit 6 rows with-

smiling, unwinking, stiff posture, like 
painted people on a painted screen, as 
Coleridge would have expressed it had 
Ke been writing of a Chinese ancient 
mariner.

The 
big ear is thirty feet tall and twenty-two feef around. Two tons of shelled 
corn are required to build it. The ears are split in two and nailed on fo a huge 
wooden drum that is shaped like a cob. To give you an idea of how much 
corn this really is, Prof. W. Q. Fitch of Purdue university, assistant super- 
visor of the grain and hay show, has estimated that enough corn is being used 
in this giant ear to make m@Pe than 37,000 corn muffins or furnish enough seed 
corn to plant 250 acres. : ae? 

Approximately 5,000 ears are used to cover the drum, and the split ears, 
placed end to end, would form a line across the stockyards a mile and a half 
long.

Speed on Improved Roads Branded 


Greatest Menace to U. S. Motorists 
By J. L. Jenkins. 


MPROVEMENT of Illinois highways means increasing danger to motorists 
throughout the state. Elimination of bad curves, cutting down steep 
grades, and removal of thousands of old road. hazards, all important 
achievements in the progress of the great Illinois transportation plan, 
will result in an imcrease rather than a decrease in fatal automobile acci- 
dents. The death Hst will grow as the hazards disappear. All this because 
of the one ungoverned element—speed. 
; These are startling predictions. They are revolutionary theories in the 
highway transportation world where ‘they contradict some of the basic prin- 
} ciples of modern road building. But they come from no less an authority 
than the Maryland state road commission, and have caused widespread in- 
terest and discussion among national traffic experts. 


h in Safe Places. al me 

The Maryland findings are the result of'a careful traffic survey opened 
some months ago by the highway commission to learn the cause of increag- 
ing automobile accidents. In three months it was found that nipety-four 
‘accidents occurred on the Maryland road system, fourteen of them involving 
the loss of life. In each case state patrolmen studied all angles of the case, 
particularly with reference to the condition of the road, and made complete 
reports to the commission. The most interesting development of the survey 
proved to be that the largest number of accidents occurred at places in the 
highway always before considered safe, while the sections of road regarded 
as extremely dangerous were relatively free from accidents of any kind. 
Strangely enough, accidents were fewest where traffic was greatest. 

“It is particularly noticeable,” says the official report, “that in western 

Maryland where the state highway crosses the Blue Ridge mountains and 
where grades are steep and curves sharp, there have been but eight acci- 
dents in three months, none of them fatal. On other roads where numerous 
curves constitute a real hazard, accidents have been few. On roads radiating 
from Baltimore, where traffic is very heavy, only seven accidents have oc- 
curred within ten miles of the city; while in a similar zone around the town 
of Frederick twice as many smashups came in the same length of time. Even 
the railroad grade crossing, usually considered one of the greatest highway 
menaces, has proved to be far from the most important cause of fatal 
accidents. 
* 
On the Straight Road. | ; 
“On the National pike there are forty-eight miles of the straightest road 
in the'state. Few highway stretches in the whole road system are so free 
of any features which might. be considered dangerous. Yet the record of 
this road is sixteen acciggnts, three of which were fatal. Similarly, on the 
Baltimore-Washington road, with all apparent danger spots removed, there 
has been one accident to every four miles of road.

The samples 
are being sent in by farmers from Indiana, Illinois, Ohio, Wisconsin, Michigan, 
Minnesota, Maryland, Kentucky, Kansas, Missouri, Iowa, South Dakota, Louis- 
jana, Idaho, and from each one of the Canadian provinces.

“The outstanding fact is that reckless driving brings the vast majority 
of disasters on the motorist, and 90 per cent are due to just one cauge— 


‘Bpeeding. There seems to be only one answer to account for these hitherto 


unsuspected conditions. It is that even the less careful motorists drive 
cautiously in the presence of recognized dangers, while the absence of such 
dangerous features gives the driver a sense of security which prompts him 
to take a chance and yield to the well nigh universal passion for speed. Sixty 
accidents, ten fatal, were caused by Violation of the motor laws; twent# 


accidents, four fatal, were due to a wet road, and fourteen accidents, none 


fatal, were caused by mechanical trouble. 

Traffic authorities are careful in their analysis of. this interesting acci- 
dent report to show its reference to highway improvements in their proper 
light, None of the accidents were caused, they point out, by the excellence 
of the road. All of the fatalities along the straightaway, paved sections 
were due to carelessness; reckless driving or speeding on the part of the 
driver himself. Practically all of them were avoidable simply because the 
road itself had been improved to a point where danger was eliminated from 
its makeup. 

The primary requirement and safe in Maryland as in Illinois, they 
say, is consistent control of speed and the enforcemént of uniform traffic

Scouts of A. A.A. Outline 
Scenic Route for 
Eastern Visitors 


TX HUNDRED miles of hard sur- 
faced road is at the disposal of 
the m@torist headed to Quebec 


from New York. Opening with 
the beautiful Hudson valley for 15° 
miles, with many views of the Cats- 
‘killa, the route traverses foothills of 
the Adirondacks and the shores of 
Lake George, passes Schroon lake and 
Lake Champlain, turns North to Mon. 
treal, and picks up the ridge route 
overlooking the St. Lawrence river, to 
Quebec. 

If you contemplate an eastern tour, 
follow the Albany post road from New 
York through Yonkers, Tarrytown. 
and Peekskill to Poughkeepsie. Con 
tinue along the east side of the Hudson 
river all the way to Albany. A shor 
cut avoiding the state capital is avai! 
able by turning off just beyond the 
East Greenbush postoffice and going 


through Troy to Saratoga; a poor 
stretch of road between Albany an: 
Schenectady will be avoided in thi- 


way. 
Tourists from New England ma‘ 
connect with the trip at Tarrytown 
Peekskfl, Poughkeepsie, or Albany 
from the Berkshires, through Wi! 
liarnstown to Troy. The west side o 
the Hudson river may also be used t 
Albany. From Albany to Saratoga th- 
route usually recommended is that vi 
Schenectady. But as there has bee 
a bad streteh of road between Alban 
and Schenectady, the preferable wa 
at the present time is to run nort 
through Cohoes and Mechanicsvi'! 


and then on to Saratoga. 

From Saratoga to Lake George ti 
road conditions are better via’ Glens 
Falls than via the Corinth-Lake Lu- 
zerne route. On leaving Lake George, 
the tour passes through a number of 
small villages, and enters the foothills 
of the Adirondacks at Chestertown, 
then skirts the west shore of Schroon 
lake to Elizabethtown. Much = misin- 
formation has been circulated to mo- 
torists through suggesting the route 
from Elizabethtown to Keeseville via 
Lewis. Better road surface, only a 
trifle longer, and finer from a scenic 
point of view is found by going from 
Elizabethtown to Keene, then up the 
picturesque Ausable valley, with excel 
tent views of Mount Marcy and White 
Face, the two highest peaks in the 
Adriondacks and so on to Keeseville. 


‘Here there is a choice of two roads 
going to Plattsburg. One via Peru and, 
Lapham Mills, the other via oo 
Chasm and Bluff Point. 

From Pilattsburg the route 
north to Rouses Point, where the in-. 
ternational boundary line is crossed 
into Canada. The-only formalities re- 
quired from motorists in going over 
the line into Canada are stops at two 
customs offices. The American cus- 
tom office is at Rouses Point, and motor 
tourists should be sure to secure the 
car registration certificate which must 
be presented to the Canadian customs 
officials at La Colle, eight miles beyond 
Rouses Point. Here a permit is issued, 
good for thirty days’ touring. The mo- 
torist then continues on to St. Lam- 
bert, where the St. Lawrence river is 
crossed by the Victoria bridge to 
Montreal.
